Macao. It appears that we must have misun- 
derstood Dr. D'Oliviera so far as the Macao 
lawyers are conceracd, as the members of the 
bar, orat east the majority ofthem, were educated 
at Goa, and of course would speak the language, 
intelligibly, if not with purity. This docs not in 
any way affect our contention; but in faitacss 
to the Macao bir we are bound to point out the 
inaccuracy.’ Dr. D'Oliviera tells us that it was 
0 impossible’ for him to understand the‘deposi- 
Tions and statements of witnesses, &c., that he 
was glad to avail himself of tbe services of an 
interpreter until-he becanie acquainted with the 
peculiar dialect of the city, His Lordship very 
courteously attributes the slight: inaccuracy re~ 
garding the lawyers to-a-miaunderstanding -due 
to his imperfect knowledge of English; but we 
consider it more likely that the error-is on our 
side, ‘as the Chief Justice speaks English with 
singular grammatical correctness, although with 
the diffidehce usually scen amongst educated 
foreigners who have not mixed much-in English 
bociety, Si piece ake EE Saks "Ra!

THE LATEST FROM COREA, 
: SSeS ' 

With the ‘arrival of His Imperial Majesty the 
Emperor of Germany's gunboat HWe// in’ port, 
we learn that yet another commercial treaty with 
Corea hasbeen conchided. Recently His Ex- 
cellency Her von Nrandt, acting for Germany, 
proceeded to the Peninsula'in the tigate Stosch, 
Adiniral Von Mane, and after as many marines 
and sailors as could be spared from the tlag-ship 
and theaccompanying gunboat [olf were landed 
at Soeul to make the ceremony the more im. 
posing, the draft treaty was duly signed under 
a salute of twenty-one guns, “Thus Germany 
becames equally free with America and Great 
‘Britain to enter into diplomatic relationship 
and to have commercial intercourse , with 
the Peninsular Kingdom. ‘Fhe Articles of the 
German Treaty are, of course, as yet unknown, 
but we may conclude that they are in the inain 
identical with the American clauses, and that 
Germany will obtain all the privileges of the 
inost favoured nation, Who that most favoured 
nation may be—whether China or America— 
we will leave Japan to decide. Progress at 
last istnarching apace in these latitudes,-and 
now that Corea has welcomed the outer bai- 
barian, it will be difficult to prophesy where 
the white man's peaceable conquest of the 
“ultimate East” will end. The part which 
the heads of the Celestial Empire have played 
in the recent negociations, places it beyond 
question that ‘the rulers: of the rcalm are no 
longer the upholders of isolation ; and it argues 
well forthe future development of China that this 
is the case. What China has advised Corea to 
do she is probably preparing to ‘act upon herself; 
and the day we are convinced is near at hand 
when Europeans will be as, free to trade in every 
quarter of the Empire as the pioneer Chinese 
merchants are now at liberty to vend their mer: 
chandize throughout the length and breadth of 
Great Rritain, ‘Phat Corea will benetit by her 
recently concluded treatie: beyond question, 
and that China has become a firnier ally of those 
powers whom she has assisted will. be shown 
whenever the proof is needed, 

In commenting upon passing: events in Corea, 
we have all along taken up the theory that Japan 
has lately lost her hold upon those whom she 
would at one time hare led us to believe were her 
vassals, That Corea’s suzerainty to China is, no 
longer disguised—even though the first Article of 
the American treaty has been expunged—is 
shawh from the following extract fram the Japan 
Choya Shimbun :—"On the oth of August nest, 
being the anniversary of the Eniperor of China's 
birthday, the King: of Corea will proceed to Peking 
to pay his respects to, the former, and to obtain 
further advice in regard to forcign intercourse 
with Corea.” : 7 

If further proof ia wanting of the present un- 
friendly attitude of Corea to Japan, it may be 

iven in the annexed details of the recent ‘out. 
break at Socul, which are, we believe, perfectly 
reliable, After the Stosch and Wolf left Soeul, 
the former for'China and the latter, for Fusan, 
and while the [Wed/ was there, HLM.S. Mae pie 
called in and reported that the Coreans ad 
killed some of the members of the Japanese Em- 
bassy and that HwM.S. Fdying &/sh had touched 
at Sovul, and taken the ‘surriving members of 
the Embassy, including H.E, Mr. Hanabuse, 
back to Japan. The massacre occurred on the 
23rd of July, and was effected by members 
of the ‘old party, who rose against the 
Japanese, killing three and wounding nine 
other persons, mostly students. Those who were 
killed were servants of the Legation, which con. 
sisted atthe time of about thirty persons, When 
the Japanese Consul at Fusan, Mr. Soyada, 
heard of the massacre, he applied to Cammander 
Strauch of the J’u// (or, protection as there was 
jx the time no Japanese war vessel in port. 
he Japanese colony at Fusan consists of 
About 1000 persons, consequently they ran a 
great risk if they remained unprotected. Com- 
mander Stauch had orders to be -here at a 
certain date, but he remained a day Jonger than 
he: intended, A Japanese man-olavar. arrived 
the next day, when the Iodf teft for Chefoo.— 
Shanghai Courter. aie
